Since 1899 
every state in the union has passed 
juvenile court laws except Connecti­ 
cut, Maine and Wyoming, and these 
three state have passed laws deal­ 
ing with some of the problems usu­ 
ally included in the juvenile court 
law 
itself. 
The extensiveness of 
this legislation is the best evidence 
of the previous unsatisfactory view­ 
point of the law. 
How far the 
states 
have 
gone 
in modernizing 
their 
attitude towards 
the 
delin­ 
quent and the neglected child is 
shown by the bulletin made public 
today by the children’s bureau of 
the U. S. department of labor, en­ 
titled 
“A 
Summary 
of 
Juvenile- 
Court Legislation in 
the 
United 
States.” 
Juvenile court 
legislation 
deals 
with a complicated group of prob­ 
lems; that of the child accused of 
breaking the law; 
the adult of­ 
fending against the child; the ne­ 
glected and degraded parent; 
the 
incompetent and unfaithful guard­ 
ian; and the family that is simply 
poor. 
Under the old law the delinquent 
child was dealt with in the same 
manner, with certain restrictions of 
age, as the 
adult offender. 
He 
was tried before a criminal court 
with all the formality and notoriety 
of a jury, sworn testimony, and con­ 
fronting witnesses. 
If found “guil­ 
ty” the child suffered the penalty. 
If “not guilty” -he went free. In 
no case did* the law extend any 
constructive help.

however, 
the 
law was recognized the right of the 
child to a reasonable minimum care 
of decency and of well-being. Con­ 
sideration has been given to the 
natural impulses of youth and to 
the adverse conditions unde^ which 
the child may have been brought 
up.

. IRISH RUNGER 
STRIKER, DEAD 


The strongest argument ever made ; 
in Ada for ratifying the league of , 
nations was delivered in the dis­ 
trict court room Saturday night by 
Form er Congressman Elmer L. Ful­ 
ton of Oklahoma City. In spite of 
th e very unfavorable weather eighty 
citizens assembled 
at 
the court 
house to hear the Oklahoma JCity 
orator discuss the issues of 
the 
day. 
“ Following a legislative perform­ 
ance that for constructive legisla- 
. lion 
is 
unequalled 
in 
American j 
history' we were plunged into an 
unexampled war/* said Mr. Fulton. | 
* •‘That war* found us unprepared 
The timber that formed our sea-1 
going vessels and that fashioned our 
cantonments were still standing in 
th e forests when war was declared. 
The steel that made our shells was 
still un mined in the peninsulas of 
Michigan. Ye\ ninety days after the \ 
declaration 
of hostilities 
we had 
completed to the last nail th irty -1 
two cantonments each ample to ac- j 
comodato 40,0(10 soldiers. 
One year! 
from our entrance into the world 
struggle our flag was floating from j 
3,000 mastheads and we had a m il-! 
lion soldiers on the soil of France. , 
The story of our performance in 
those grim days of peril sterns like 
the fabric of a dream.

be the pride of America as long j 
as

survives and j 
our frag floats In th© heavens, a; 
republican national convention was | 
too narrow to acknowledge our debt j 
to the boys who died for the re-1 
public and the republican campaign 
book ignores by way of praise the I 
greatest achievement of history. 
“ Eighty investigating com m ittees! 
booking for campaign material in­ 
stead of searching for the truth, 
have spent $2,000,000 in an eager 
quest for evidence that would dis­

cial on the road to prison today is 
a republican^ senator from Michigan. 
“Opponents of the only plan ever 
Revised to preserve peace deciare

One of these is representing the 
United States. Suppose th^coiyicil is 
voting on the question of going to 
war and each member in turn votes 
in favor of the declaration. Finally J 
when eight have voted for war, the I 
name of the American representa- J 
tiive is called and he votes “No.** 
Inasmuch as the vote must be unani> 
moug before 
war could be begun, 
the one American vote would abso- j 
lutely prevent war. Undei» such an 
arrangem ent

force the United States into war. 
And if our representative votes in 
favor of war, we are not forced in, 
but thru our own accredited repre-1 
aentative we are voting ourselves in. I

Jh e first was/Whether King George 
colud properly exercise his pardon­ 
ing prerogative independently 
of 
or against the advice of his minis­ 
ters. The second was whether the 
Catholic 
clergy,, 
representing 
a 
church which holds suicide to be a 
crime, could consistently administer 
the sacraments to hunger strikers. 
The king’s reply through the secre­ 
tary of state for war, to the peti­ 
tions .of members of parliament was 
generally interpreted to mean that 
the king’s personal leaning was to­ 
ward granting a pardon. But, since 
Premier Lloyd George and the for­ 
eign mimpter, A. Bonar Law, were 
at the same time issuing arguments 
against clemency for the lord mayor 
it was evident that any action in 
that direction by the king would be 
against the advice of his ministers. 
The newspapers published many 
editorials and letters setting forth, 
on one hand, that King 
George 
should not be embarrassed by di­ 
rect appeals to him, and, on the 
other hand, that he should and had 
the right to exercise his nominal 
constitutional power of pardoning. 
Tjhe Weekly Nation, which is one 
of the most advanced liberal organs 
and not generally rated as a sup­ 
porter . of monarchy, argued that 
this was an occasion for the king 
to vindicate his constitutional right 
and protect the country fromETA 
and protect the country against the 
growing autocracy of the cabinet. 
There were many other argumenta 
to the same effect, one historical 
writer, combatting the theory that 
the king always had been a cipher 
in such matters, exhumed a new' 
story in the annals of British mon-* 
archy, telling how' George YI de­ 
scribed by Thackery as the weakest 
and 
least admirable character in I 
the line of British kings, used to 
pace the council chamber with tears 
pleading Tor the pardon of crimin­ 
als and sometimes carry his point,! 
although once when he wrrote to 
the viceroy of Ireland granting par­ 
don to a murderer he was compelled 
by the cabinet to cancel his et 
One of the chief reasons put for­ 
ward by 
MacSw'iney’s 
advocates, 
although advocated from anti-Sinn 
Fein quarters, was that the offenses1 


J of which MacSwiney was convicted 
were so comparatively light they did 
, not justify 
his 
suffering 
even 
i though voluntarily. Premier Lloyd 
George’s reply was tTTat MacSwiney 
I was undoubtedly a high officer of 
the “Irish Republic army" w'hlch 
decreed and ^executed murders of 
officials and police in ireland. The 
I republican army, unlike ihe Sinn 
Fein, is purely a secret organization. 
The identity of its officers and per- 
I sonnel is kept from the public and 
there is doubt even whether the 


j Sinn Fein controls it or officially 
knows its workings.

Any way out of llacSwiney’s im- 
, prisonment except his death would 
‘have been welcomed by the public 
but 
his family were as firm as 
MacSwiney in refusing to listen to 
any 
end except release or death. 
There can be no doubt the Irish 
.republicans believed MacSwiney had 
! given their cause the ny)st valuable 
I service in his power and that, like 
'John Brown “lie will trouble you 
: more 
than ever when you “have 
nailed his coffin down." 
MacSwiney’s hunger striae was 
begun on August 12 when, with ten 
of his associates, he was arrested 
by soldiers in Cork while attending 
a session of a Sins Fein court. 
After trial by a courtmartial under 
the regulations of the defense of 
the realm act, he was iound guilty 
of sedition and sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment, which he was 
serving in Broxton prison in Lon­ 
don.* 
’ 
^ ~ 
MacSwiney, then an alderman of 
Cork, was elected lord mayor of 
the city at a special session of the 
Cork corporation on March 30 *of 
this year. 
He was a well-known 


Simi Fein leader and, prior to his 
election, had been 
deported * and 
imprisoned several times, one of the 
latest notable instances of his con­ 
finement having been in 1916 in 
connection 
with the Irish Easter 
revolt. 
When anrested on 
August 
12, 
MacSwiney managed to escape to 
the street from the back of the 
city hall, which soldiers had sur­ 
rounded, but was captured outside. 
He 
taken" to the military bar­ 
racks and. came up for trial on 
August 16. The courtmartial found 
him guilty of having control of the 
secret police cipher, of having In 
his possession a document likely 
to cause disatisfaction, namely, a 
copy of a resolution of the Cork 
corporation pledging allegiance to 
the Dail Eireann, the Irish republi­ 
can parliament, and of having made 
a seditious speech on the occasion 
of his election. 
Already weak at the trial be­ 
cause of his refusal to take food, 
MacSwiney disputed 
the 
jurisdic­ 
tion of the court, saying: “I am 
the lord mayor of this city and its 
chief magistrate. 
I 
declare 
this 
court illegal and those taking part 
in it liable to arrest under the 
laifs of the Irish republic." 
The day following his trial, Lord 


Mayor MacSwiney was deported to 
England aboard a destroyer, undeT 
a heavy military escort and was 
lodged in Brixton jail. 
The gov­ 
ernment announced on August 19 
that he was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment. N 
MacSwiney’s 
hunger 
strikes 
brought numerous solicitations and 
protests to the British authorities. 
many of the * appeals being from 
sympathizers in the United States. 
Even a threat from the Sinn Fein 
in Ireland, that, in the event of 
his death, 
a 
general ✓strike 
and 
serious disturbances would prevail 
throughout the islanc. An appeal 
was taken directly to the king but 
this also proved unavailing. 
During his 
imprisonment, 
the 


lord mayor received numerous mes­ 
sages of encouragement and also 
petitions to abandon his strike. 
He 
replied to the latter that if he 
gave up his fight he would “give 
away Irish liberty” and 
that he* 
would “rather die than do that." 
Replying to reports that susten­ 
ance was being given May Mac­ 
Swiney, the British home office de­ 
clared “if he is being fed we do 
not know it," while* members of 
MacSwiney's family 
denied 
cate­ 
gorically that food had been given 
him. 
Peter MacSjviney, of New York, 
a brouther of the lord mayor, is 
an official of/ the American Com­ 
mission for Irish Independence.
